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Bribe to the Confederates to have purchaſed 
2ace from the reſt of the Allies. 

I own, I was never of their Mind, that 
were for giving him no Peace upon any 
Terms, but were for depoſing and dethron - 
ing him as a Tyrant over his own People; 
for ſpeaking in the Terms ol the preſent 
'War, that is none of our Buſineſs, we did 
not begin this War for his oppreſſing his 
own SubjeAs, but for his invading our Con- 
federates, whom we were oblig'd to aſſiſt— If 
indeed his own People were in Arms againſt 
him for violating their Laws, Oppreſſan, 
Perſecution,” c. and ſought our Aid, we 
were to be juſtify'd in aſſiſt ing them, but 
that is not the Foundation of the preſent 
War. 

I was therefore always of the Mind, that 
a ſolid Peace was the End of the preſent 
'War; that whenever it pleas'd GOD to re- 
duce France toa Willingneſs to diſgorge her 
ill gotten Dominions, and give good Securi- 
ty for a oy Peace to Europe, then was 
x & full End ofthe Waranſwer'd ; and I am 
of the fame Miod ftiH, for if we fight not for 
Peace, I know very little of the true Intent 
and Meaning of this War; but of this I 
ſhall ſay more hereafter, when perhaps | 
may have occaſion to examine, what Terms 
might-have becn had laft Year, and what 
Terms we ought to eſtee m good Terms, or 
proper to make Peace upon. 

But I come now to fiate' the true Scheme 
of the War, and if I can, to gire an im- 

ial State of che Cafe as it now ftands in 
the Field, with ſome Remarks as I go—And 
if the Picture be not drawn ſo (miliag, as 
ſome People would have it be, if yet it be 
2 true Plcture, I muſt be excus'd, my Work 
jz to draw it right ; if the Aſpect is not 
pleaſing, that is not my Fault, let them look 
to that, whofe Buſineſs it is to mend jr. 

The Cloſe of the laſt Years Campaign was. 
everywhere glorious ; the French Empire 
ſen three ſuch Convulſions, met with three 
ſuch Shocks, that to thick it could ſtand af- 
ter them, is to think of it as of the greateſt, 
moſt powe tful and beſt founded Monarchy, 
that erer Rood in the World, = 

How near was the Ramey Empire to an 
entire Overthrow avd Diſſolution, hy the 
Loſs of one general Battle at Canna, and 


how to this Day do we reproach the Memo- 
ry of that great General Hmibal, for that 
he did not march directiy to the Gates of 
Rome, which if he had, he had put an End to 
the Roman Empire? —- And how would ſuch 
another Shock have torn it up by the Roots, 
and made them a meer Province of the Ca 
thag inian Dominion? 5 

But France ſuffer'd a Turin after a Name! - 
lies, and a Barcelona in the middle of both; 
ſhe has born the Confuſions of all theſe, and 
given three viftorious Armies Leave to puſh 
cn thoſe Advantages to the utmoſt, and to 
run on, till out. of Breath with Conquefts, 
they are ſain to tike a voluntary Receſs, and 
fit down avith a Satisfaction of their Fill of 
Victory. 8 | 

To recite what the Confederates took 
from France, in Conſequence of theſe three 
Vidtories, would be ftill to inhance the Sub- 
je ct, how his Grace the Duke of M——  þ 
over-run Flanders, and improving the Con- 
ſternation of the French, drove them out of 
Braſſels, Louvain, Majines, Antwerp, Bruges, 
Gbent, oftend, Oudengrd, Acth, and gies ir, 
and all the open Country,ia one Campaign, 
And Oh that he had ventur'd to bave left 
Part of hls Army. to keep the Field there, 
while the Enemy, ſeparated and amaz'd, had 
no Forces to oppoſe him, aud inficad ct 
Menin, had puſh'd iato Ficardy, where, with 
the ſame Force, Dunkirk would have crown'd 
his Vidtory, or he might have extended his 
Terrors even to the Gates of Pu; and to 
pron the Fear of wanting either Provi- 


fions or a Retreat, the Engliſh Fleet, who 


bad the entire Command of the Sea, had 
been at his Back to ſupply — But theſe are 
— yet to come, and we hope, may in 
Time be expected from Generals ſo fortu- 
nate and ſo well experienc'd, as now com- 
mand for us. 

From hence let us look into Italy, and af- 
ter the Overthrow of the French Army at 
Turin, and the raiſing that Si-ge, whether 
did” the victorious Confederates pulb their 
Victory, all the conquer'd Towns of Tied- 
mont, the whole Dutchy of Milain with all 
its forcify'd Places, and at dafl a general re 
moving of the Freueb out f d, quitt in g 
all their Conqueſis, delivering up the firong 
Fortreſſes of Mantua, e Stodena and 
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every thing they held there, and retirin

Tho? here I muſt own, I think the Frenth 


great Gainers by the Treaty; for the Sur- 
render of ay, and withdrawing their 
Troops, fine they by that _ yr 
their Forts together, oblig'd the s 
to lefſen Their Armies, by the avificroes 
Garriſdns they are 'd to place in the 
Cities they take Poſſeſſion of, together with 
ſome Contiderations too long to be difcours'd 
of here. 

Whereas, had the Confederate Army, 
immediately upon the Confternation of that 
glorious Defeat, purſu'd the French over the 
Mountains of Daupbine, they bad taken 
them, frighted, unprepar'd and unforniſh'd, 
they had had no Time to rally and draw to- 
gether, 25000. Men might bave traverſed 
Frovence and Dauphine, from the Walls of 
Thoulon to the Gates of Lyons, they had ex- 
rended their Contributions into the Heart 
of France, and wintering in thoſe Provinces, 
had liv'd at Diſcretion upon the Expeace of 
their Enemies, 

But this has not been thought fit to be at- 
tempted, and now we find, they muſt diſpute 
every Foot of Ground by the Sword, and glad 
they are in a Condition to do that too. 

Let us come now to Spain, the raifing the 
Siege of Barcelont, the Lo, Conſternation
